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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts from July, 1978, through February, 1979, (the first 
eight months of the current fiscal year) increased 15.54 percent over the compar- 
able period of the previous fiscal year. 

Total general revenue receipts for the new reporting period were $99,760,462. 
This amount represents an increase of $134,091,354. 

The gain reflects similar increases in general revenue receipts that have been 
recorded as a result of inflationary pressures in the general economy during each 
of the preceding months of the current fiscal year. The Office of Administration 
has projected an 11.65 percent increase in general revenue receipts for the current 
fiscal year, which ends June 30. 

Of the specific categories of general revenue receipts, individual income 
taxes showed the largest gain, 15.56 percent, on collections totaling $357 ,302,298. 

Corporate income tax receipts totaled $55,957,115 and increased 14.91 per- 
cent. 

Sales tax receipts recorded an 11.10 percent increase and totaled 
$487 567,149. 

Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes totaled $17,545,331 and were up 
5.47 percent.
